Changes 


Student Council unanimously 


passed the proposed amendments 
to the ASSSC by-laws last Mon- 
day after failing to do so at a 
special meeting held last week. 

The proposed by-law amend- 
ments calls for abolishing Inter- 
Club Council, the ASSSC cabinet, 
along with class offices. 

Proposed amendments will be 
voted upon next Friday at a 
special student body election. 

For futher details see story 
below. 

Elections Code Approval 

The Council also approved the 
revised elections code presented 
by Richard Griffin, coordinator 
of elections. It will be in effect 
for the April 24 election. 

The main revision of the new 
code pertains to the revised 
campaign techniques. Section 5 of 
the code states: 1) There will 
be no less than three nor more 
than five assemblies during the 
two weeks the ASSSC 
elections for candidates to pre- 
sent platforms and policies. 

Assemblies Specified 

2) At least one of these as- 
semblies will be devoted to only 
ASSSC presidential candidates. 

3) Assemblies for speeches by 
candidates for ciass offices will 
be at a regular class meeting. 

Rules concerning publicity 
read. 1) There will be no posters, 
banners, displays, rallies or dem- 
onstrations conducted by an in- 
dividual candidate on campus. 

Procedure Stated 

2) Facilities for election pub- 
licity will be provided for and 
supervised by the Board of Elec- 
tions. 3) Each ASSSC candidate 
shall enclose five 8 inch by 10 
inch personal pictures with his 
petition. . 

4) The Hornet will publicize 
platforms and print pictures of 
candidates. 5) Candidates are en-

In Series On Mao's China 


The Changing Social Structure titles an address to be 


given by H. 
and sociology 
the third speaker 


F. Schurman, assistant professor of history 
at the University of California. Schurman, 
in a series on Mao’s China, will deliver his 


address at 8 p.m., April 16, in room 111 Physies building. 


Schurman, who was educated 
in Germany and at Columbia 
University, received his Ph. D 
from Harvard in 1951. He did 
post-doctoral study on Turkey 
and Central Asia in 1952 while 
attending the University of 
Istanbul. At the University of 
Kyoto, Schurman studied 
China's social history, and from 
1954-55, he did advanced field 
work on ethnology and the social 
structure of the Mongols of 
Afghanistan. 

At UC, Schurman has lec- 
tured in the sociology, history 
and near eastern language de- 

ts. He has published The 
Economic Structure of the Yuen 
Dynasty as well as various mag- 
azine articles.

ICC Useless 


The most interesting thing about Inter-Club Council 
during the last several years has been its reluctance to go 


to the happy hunting grounds, 


In other words, the main item of business considered 
at ICC meetings has been the annual motion to dissolve. In 
consideration of the role and purposes of ICC there has been 
one consistent point raised each year in defense of the ICC 
as it now stands. The point is that the ICC may not have 
a rea! function now, but im the future a time may arise 


when it will have a function. 


It seems impossible that anyone could seriously feel 
that a group of some fifty members, meeting every other 
week, should stay in existence just because it “may have a 
purpose some time in the future.” 

There have been several things wrong with the ICC 
and its structure: 1) the ICC has been meeting twice a 
month with barely enough business to occupy the group at 
a bi-monthly meeting; 2) the ICC representative typically 
is a minor position in a club; and 3) the ICC has had a ten- 
dency to become a social group in and of itself. 

As it now stands, the Inter-Club Council is provided 
for in the ASSSC By-Laws and as such can be altered or 


dissolved only by a 


2/3’3 vote at a student body election. 


One of the recommendations coming from the special 
student government committee was to abolish the ICC and 
replace it in the policies with the Organization Presidents 


Council. 


If the OPC is set up it will be devoid of many of the 
weaknesses of the ICC. For example, the OPC will: 1) bring 
together the presidents of the campus clubs and organiza- 
tions: 2) meet only at the call of the ASSSC vice-president ; 
3) meet to consider only campus wide functions for com- 
munications purposes (this means probably only four to 
six meetings a vear) ; 4) be subject to Student Council alter- 
ation if it proves ineffective; and 5) will not have to handle 


club fund raising requests. 


As part of the ASSSC spring house cleaning the ICC 


definitely should be abolished. 








Tennis Court Abuse 


College officials must provide some control over the 
SSC tennis courts to curb their abuse by a local tennis 
professional who gives lessons there on Saturday. 

This large class uses most of the facilities, thus ex- 
cluding students who desire to use the courts for purely 


recreational purposes.

Lee Elam made a few remarks 
in the April 3, 1959, issue of The 
Hornet that had finally succeed- 
ed in getting me to craw! out of 
my cocoon and say something. 

He makes the remark that a 
Mr. Krier estimates a drop in the 
student body budget of 55° to 
65%, should student cards be put 
on a voluntary basis. He then fol- 
lows that remark with a state- 
ment that the students only sup- 
ply 59% of the budget. How, 
even if nota single student body 
card was sold, cpuld we lose more 
than 59% from the budget. It 
has been estimated that about 
half the students would buy stu- 
dent cards, which would mean 
that the budget would only get 
three quarters of what it is now 
getting. If we continued to spend 
only on what people wanted we 
would not lose much of the out- 
side community money. 

He says that this student body 
deserves a program that is re- 
sponsive to student mterests. The 
best way to assure this response 
is to link the program financially 
to student interests. Those activ- 
ities that the students like would 
be selected because there would 
be none if the students did not 
approve. In the same way the 
community would get satisfied 
or admissions would not be sold. 
This would result in | activities 





that were desired and the dis- 
carding of those activities, or 
partia) discarding that were not 
desired. 

His contention that the amount 
of money spent on in activity is 
linked directly with the activity 
is false in many fields. I have at- 
tended plays in three other co}- 
Jeges. The best performances 
thet I ever saw were at LACC. 
The theater consisted of only four 
or five rows of seats, about thir- 
ty-five or forty wide, and the 
stage was the same size with as 
meager facilities. The plays pro- 
duced there, with full audiences 
always, and the actors that later 
go on to Broadway, movies, and 
television testify to the faet that 
quality can be achieved without 
too great an expense. The play 
that [ saw here was very good 
when compared to the standards 
set by the University of Califor- 
nia, but was @ meager atiempt 
when compared to LACC. 

Some of these events are defi- 
nitely within the educational 
field. such as: performing in 
plays, performing in athletic 
events, and writing for student 
publications. The watching of 
these events should be voluntary, 
and so should the paying for the 
watching of these events. 

His suggestions for considera- 
tion this semester should be con- 
sidered. For the most part I like 
them, they might even make the 
interest m student affairs as 
great as he thinks it should be. 
This is not meant in a sarcastic 
nature. No man can be either 
right or wrong all of the time.

It is now known to all that 
there is a group on campus cir- 
culating a petition which reads 
“The follewing full-time students 
of Sacramento State College pe- 
tion for an election which reads 
“The following full-time students 
of Sacramento State College pe- 
tition for an election to ascertain 
whether ASSC membership shal! 
he elective or remain manda- 
tory.” 

There are three points which 
must, be understood: 
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1. In signing the petition there 
is no commitment to a position 
for or against Student Body 
cards. 

2. The petition asks only for an 
election on the issue. The petition 
will not affect Student Body 
cards, only an election can do 
that. Every student must have 
the right to determine his own 
future on this campus. 

3. The basic assumption of 
those involved in circulating the 
petition is that no issue is evor 
decided once and for all. Every 
issue must be judged by the p 
ple influenced, not by their pred- 
ecessors. The question is not one 
of introducing something new, 
rather it is the process of decid. 
ing again an issue which is never 
finally solved. 

Once the issue is presented, 
then the choices are discussed, 
The petition action is only to pre- 
sent the issue before the bar of 
public op neon 

Members of the group hand- 
ling the petition are not united 
in their attitudes for or against 
Student Body cards. Instead, 
these people are involved in a 
serious attempt to re-establish 
the right of the individua! to de- 
termine the laws which direct 
him. If this is a government of 
laws one must remember that 
men make those laws.

voters in the upcoming elections. 

As a member of the tennis 
squad and a person active in stu- 
dent affairs at SSC, I feel that 
the loss of a mandatory student 
body card would deeply curtail 
allotment of ASSSC funds. A cut 
inthe ASSSC funds would force 
cuts in the tennis, baseball, golf, 
basketball, track and football 
budgets. 

I know for a fact that little if 
anything can be offered to an in- 
coming athlete at SSC. The one 
thing that can be offered is an 
attractive sehedule which = in- 
cludes matches and games against 
the top schools in Northern and 
Southern California. Without 
these funds this would be impos- 
sible. 

Aside from athletics, I find that 
free admission to dances, dramua- 
tic productions and other student 
functions are a result of these 
mandatory cards. I have saved 
many dollars on these functions 
and pity the poor fellow who may 
have to pay for these functions 
if there is no mandatory card. 

As Mr. Livermore says, the 
minority has the right to petition, 
I only hope that this minority 
truly remains a minority on their 
stand of mandatory versus volun- 
tary student body cards.

To Open for 
Top Students 


An honors program constructed 
especially to the needs of the 
superior students will be offered 
at the college in the fall, Dr. 
Guy A. West, president, an- 
nounced today. 

The program, West explained, 
is intended to provide students 
with the challenge of a new di- 
mension in scholarship. He point- 
ed out, however, that the new 
program is an addition, not a 
replacement, of more traditional 
offerings. “The regular course 
offerings which can also lead 
to high leveis of scholarship will 
still be available,” West stated. 

Honors work, West explained, 
requires the careful planning of 
seminars, prosesemimars, special 
forums, and opportunities for ad- 
vanced independent study. The 
actual work will be done through 
essays, reports, speeches and may 
involve the doing of a project, 
the writing of a thesis or the 
passing of comprehensive exam- 
inations. 

The new program will be open 
to well qualified students, in- 
cluding freshmen, starting in the 
fall, West said. Applicants will 
be carefully screened. Freshmen 
students admitted will ordinarily 
be recommended by either coun- 
selors or high school principals, 
have at least a [> average in ac- 
ademic subjects, and score in the 
upper twenty percent of the col- 
leve entrance tests. Students al- 
ready on campus may qualify by 
recommendation of instructors 
superior college class work and 
high seores in the entrance tests, 

Freshmen and sophornore stu- 
dents at SSC in the fall will have 
a choice of two proseseminars, 
one in hamanities and one in 
social science. Six units of cre- 
dit con be earned in each pro- 
seseminar 

Upper division students will 
have the choice of two or three 
seminars of three units of cre- 
dit each. In addition, they must 
elect twelve units of indepen- 
dent study. Two units of credit in 
ent study. Two units of credit in 
a senior forum are also planned 
Students who elect to do so may 
take the six hour comprehensive 
examination to determine if they 
are to be eligible for honors 
recognition upon graduation.

letter is to point out my position, 
regardless of the consequences, 
for the appearance of my signa- 
ture on a petition. (This petition 
is damned by_a righteous faction 
and exalted by a wicked faction 
of the student body.) 

It may be a surprise to some of 
you that I wasn’t born in Cuba 
or Santo Domingo, but in one 
state of these United States of 
America. In my earlier years I 
was taught that all men, regard- 
less of race, color, or creed, were 
created equal and endowed with 
certain unalienable rights in this 
democratic country. It took me 
many years later to partially un- 
derstand just what was taught to 
me in my earlier years about the 
equality of men; liberty; pursuit 
of happiness; freedom of speech; 
freedom of petition and other 
rights of an individual in a dem- 
ocratic society. 

Although there have been many 
incidents in my life that forced 
me to stop and question whether 
or not I was being deprived of 
my rights, (in many cases I have 
been denied my given and earned 
rights) during these crises I did 
not let the emotion of anger be- 
come dominant over my behav- 
for but tried to scrutinize and 
analyze (a rational process) my 
beliefs and concluded that there 
are times when my fellowman 
tends to be an irrational being. 

I signed a petition which stated 
that the following full-time stu- 
dents of SSC petition for an elec- 
tion to ascertain whether SSC 
membership shal] be elective or 
remain mandatory. I was fully 
aware of what I signed and why 
1 signed that petition. Because of 
the appearance of my signature 
on that petition, some of you have 
assumed that I am against the 
present policy of mandatory 
ASSSC membership and I am an 
advocate of elective ASSSC mem- 
bership. You are in complete 
error. Where do I stand? Here I 
stand. 

I have received along with 
many other full-timed students 
enumerous benefits because of 
the policy of mandatory ASSSC 
membership made it possible. 
But, I believe emphatically that 
any time a so cailed minority 
care to question a fixed policy of 
mandatory ASSSC membership 
through constitutional and demo- 
cratic procedure, then it is time 
for a re-examination of that pol- 
icy by us through a rational and 
reflective manner in essence to 
ascertain whether or not a new, 
better or same policy would sat- 
isfy the needs of most full-time 
students. But to deny this minor- 
ity the right to petition for the 
purpose of ascertaining, we deny 
ourselves, constitution, our school, 
and our communities the true

meaning of the symbols of lib- 
erty, equality, and majority rule. 
Let us not suppress or stamp out 
this voice in the wilderness but 
encourage them to speak so that 
through sincerity, honesty, and 
moderation we can see the true 
ni‘ure of tne issue or issues. 

There are many evils which 
exist in a democratic society. I 
consider the manipulation of the 
symbols of a democracy to 
achieve an unethical end is the 
gravest. If this crux or campaign 
by the so called leaders of the 
minority are seeking to bring 
about changes for the sake of 
changes in which reality no long- 
er includes their aspirations to 
reason then they are impractical 
leaders. Do not abuse the rights 
in which we enjoy in this demo- 
cratic society for self prestige or 
honor but use them to gain bene- 
fits for most students. 

In restrospect, I can not; nor 
shall not retract my signature 
from the petition. Since I was 
fully aware of what I had signed, 
I would be denouncing a principle 
in which I truthfully believe. 
Above all, some of the stupid, un- 
ethical, irrational, and irrespec- 
tive manners which were em- 
ployed to coerce me to withdraw 
my signature have affirmed my 
stand on not to equivocate my po- 
sition. Here I stand with or with- 
out your biessing.

Class government has become 
a@ purposeless tradition on our 
campus. To the traditionalists, 
this statement might seem a bit 
strong, but in the light of its pres- 
ent day character it seems to me 
quite valid. Traditionalists might 
comment that it was of great 
value in the past, but a tradition 
should have more to commend it 
than successful results in some 
earlier period. It must bring 
about successful results today. 
Jefferson said, “As new discov- 
eries are made, new truths dis- 
closed, and manners and opinions, 
change of circumstances, institu- 
tions must advance also, and keep 
pace with the time.” Has class 
government kept pace with the 
time? This is a question we all 
must answer for ourselves. 

I would like to analyze the in- 
stitution of class government as I 
see it in its present character, 
for it is its present character we 
are concerned with, not its past. 
Class government has persisted 
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on this campus because its tradi- 
tional character has dominated 
the actions of some of cur fellow 
students. They hold to this: tra- 
dition for traditions sake alone, 
and seem unable to grazp its ut- 
ter lack of governmental func- 
tion.. I asked a lower division 
student why he thought class gov- 
ernment was necessary, and he 
told me he felt that because it 
was a tradition it must not be 
abolished. I then asked that he 
give some evidence to support 
his views, His answers—'I don't 
know why; I just think we should 
have it.” As I said earlier, we 
must justify its function before 
we can justify its existence. 

“It might have a function in 
the future,” is another conten- 
tion often uttered. It seems to me 
unreasonable that we should keep 
class government filed away un- 
til a time arises when it might be 
of some use to us, Campus gov- 
ernment could conceivably be- 
come like the typical attic—a 
place where we could + the 
things which we might use again 
someday. The evolution of class 
government itself shows a de- 
clining and not en increasing 
position of importance on this 
campus. How can we assume that 
something which has, through its 
evolution, proved itself incapable 
of satisfying the students’ wants 
be of any use to us in the future? 

What has the function of class 
government been in the last sev- 
eral years? Most people will 
agree that these bodies have been 
almost completely social organi- 
zations. To those who might favor 
the institution in this realm, I ask 
you to define government, ex- 
pound your reasoning as to the 
present system, and justify its 
social activities structure. The 
Committee to Investigate Student 
Government Organizations has 
recommended that a Social Ac- 
tivity Board be formed, and that 
one representative from each 
class be appointed to organize 
such functions which have been 
peculiar to the classes (Senior 
Ball, Junior Prom, Grand Prix, 
and the Freshman Informal). I 
feel that this is a very substan- 
tial proposal, for it would give 
the classes an opportunity to 
continue working in social activi- 
ties, if they so desired. 

Poor participation in class gov- 
ernment has shown the lack of 
interest by the respective class 
members to their classes. Class 
meetings of the senior, junior, 
and sophomore classes are lucky

The freshman class usual- 
ly draws a larger crowd, but it 
has been evident in the past that 
once the freshman students with- 
in the class make alignments with 
other organizations, they have a 
tendency to withdraw from the 
class activities. At this time the 
freshman class is experiencing 
this lack of interest on the part 
of its members. The leadership 
of the class has tried hard to hold 
the class together, but, I fear 
that the inevitable will happen 
—an almost complete lack of 
interest, and a sharp decline of 
membership. 

In the coming special election 
on April 17, we will have a 
chance to “put this dead corpse 
to rest.” I fully endorse the 
abolishment of class government 
since it has no governmental 
function whatsoever. I am unabie 
to justify class government's 
function, therefore I also am un- 
able to justify its existence.
